A letter from J. B. Dabney, Esq. American 
Consul, to a friend at St. Michael. 


Fayan Atores, June 25, 1807. 

« A Phenomenon has occurred here. not 
usua! in former ages, but of which there 
has been no example of late years, it was 
well calculated to inspire terror, and has 
been attended with the destruction of lives 
and property. On Sunday, the first of 
May, at one, P. M. walking in the balco- 
ny of my house at St. Antonio, I heard 
noises like the report of heavy cannon at 
a distance, and concluded thete was some 
sea engagement in the vicinity of the is)- 
and, But soon after, casting my eyes to- 
wards the [sland of St. George, ten leacues 
distant, I perceived a dewse column of 
smoke rising to an immense height ; it 
was soon judged that a volcano had burst 
out, about the centre of the island. and this 
was rendered certain for when night came 
on the fire exhibited an awful appearance. 
Being desirous of viewing this wonderful 
excertion of nature, L embarked on the 
third day of May, accompanied by the 
British Consul, and ten other gentlemen 


for St.George ; we ran ever in five 





and devotion. We learned "that the 
fire of the first of May, had broken out in 
aditch, in the midst of fertile pastures, 
three leagues South East of Vellas, and 
hed immediately formed a crater, in size 
about 2éacres. In two days,it bad thrown 
out cinders, or small pumice stones, that 
a stfong N. FE. wind had propelled south- 
erly ; and which, independent of the mass 
accumulated round the crater, had cover- 
ed the earth frem one foot to four feet in 
depth, half a league in width, and three in 
length ; then passing the channel 5 leagues, 
had done some injury to the east point of 
Pico. The fire of this large crater had 
nearly subsided, but in the evening prece- 
ding our arrival, another smal! crater had 
opened, one league north of the large one, 
and only two leagues from Vellas. After 
taking some refreshment, we visited the 
second crater, the sulpburous smoke of 
which, driven southerly, rendered it im- 
practicable to attempt to approach the 
large one. When we came within a mile 
of the crater, we found the earth rent in 
every direction ; and as we approaclied 
nearer, some of the chasms were six feet 
wide. 
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night the whole island. This continued 
with tremendous force until the 5th of 
June, exhibiting the awful, yet magnifi- 
cent spectacle of a perfect river of fire, dis- 
tinctly seen from Fayal, running in- 
to the sea. On that day, the Sth, we ex- 
perienced that its force began to fail ; and, 
in a few days after it ceased entirely. The 
distance ofthe crater from the sea is about 
four miles, and its elevation about three 
thousand five hundred feet. The lava 
inundated and sweptaway the town of Ur- 
suJina, and country houses and cottages 
adjacent, as well as the farm-houses, 
throughout its course. It, as usual, gave 
timely notice of its approach, and most of 
the inhabitants fled ; some few, Lowever, 
remaining in the vicinity of it too long, en- 
deavoring to save their furniture and ef- 
fects, and were scalded by flashes of steam, 
which, without injuring their clothes, took 
off not only their skin, but their flesh.— 
About sixty persons were thus miserably 
sealded, some of whom died en the spot, 
or in a few days after. Numbers of cat- 
tle shared the same fate. The judge and 
principal inhabitants left the Island very 
early. The consternation and anxiety 
were some days so g-eat among the peo- 
ple, that even their domestic concerns 
were abandoned ; and amidst plenty, they 
were in danger of starving. Supplies of 
ready baked bread were sent from hence 
to their relief, and large boats were sent 
to bring away the inhabitants who had just 
lust their dwellings. In short the Island, 
heretofore rich in cattle, corn and wine, is 
nearly ruined, and a scene of greater des- 
olation and distress has seldom been wit- 
vessed in aby country.”

On the present occasion, it will be un- 
necessary for me to enter into any par- 
ticular statement of our private sufferings. 
or the threatening aspect of our public sit- 
uation, in relation tothe unprecedented 
acts of our General Government, which 
are accumulating upon us. The individ- 
ual feelings and experience of the mem- 
bers of this legislature, now convened 
from all parts of the state, will speak the 
private distresses which have been pro- 
duced by these acts; and your general 
information will give you, gentlemen, a 
correct view of the dangers which impend 
our public interests, hiberty, rights and 
property, arising from the same source. 
Despairing of substantial relief from any 
other quarter, the people are now looking 
with anxious solicitude and hope, to the 
wisdom and direction of the legislature of 
their own choice; and seem cenfident 
that some mode may be devised to remove 
the pressure under which they are at 
present suffering. To your collected wis- 
dom and prudence they submit the task— 
And may it not be hoped, that, with our 
united efforts, under a temperate, discreet 
and firm consideration of our situation 
and circumstances, we may be able, by 
the influences of Divine Aid, to fulfill the 
just and reasonable expectations of our 
tellow citizens ?—~ Whenever our National 
Legislature is led teoverleap the prescri- 
bed bounds of their Constitutional powers, 
on the state legislatures, in great emer- 
gencies, devolves the arduous task—it is 
their right—it becomes their duty, to in- 
terpose their protecting shield between 
the rights and liberties of the people, and 
the assumed power of the General Gov- 
ernment.

I have received your letter of the 18th 
January, conveying to me a request of 
the president of the United States, that 
as commander in chief of the militia of 
this state, I would appoint a select num-

I have had the subject of this request 
under my most serious and mature con- 
sideration ; the final result of which I 
now have the henor to communicate to 
you.

Last Monday the following Report and 
Resolutions, were laid before the House 
of Representatives : 

To the Honorable Geneaat ASSEMBLY 

now in session: 

The Committee appointed to take into 
consideration the speech of his b-xcel- 
lency the Governor, and the several 
communications by him made to the 
General Assembly, respecttuliy 

REPORT, 

That they have maturely considered the 
great and important subjects referred to 
them, and accord in the opinion express- 





ed by his Excellency, that, “ whenever 
the National Legislature, in the exercise 
of power exceed the limits of the constitu- 
tion, it is the right, and becomes the duty 
of the State Legislatures, to interpose a 
protecting shield, between the tights and 
liberties of the people, and the assumed 
power of the General Government.” The 
committee have therefore attentively ex- 
amined the several acts of Congress lay- 
ing an embargo, and especially the act to 
enforce the same, approved by the presi- 
dent ofthe United States, on the. ninth dey 
of January, in the present year, and are 
constrained to declare, that, in their opi- 
ion, the powers delegated to the United 
States, have been exceeded, and encroach- 
ments made on the powers reserved to 
the states respectively, and the people. 
The committee have therefore prepared 
sundry resolutions, expressive of this o- 
pinion, apprebatory of the conduct of His 
Excellency, in his correspondence with the 
Secretary for the departmertof War, and 
declaring that it has become the duty of 
the Legislature and Executive officers of 
this State, to withhold their aid, fram the 
aforesaid acts—These resolutions the 
committee now present, for the consider- 
ation of the Legisluture—they also pre- 
sent a resolution, for the co-operation of 
this State, with the Legislature of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, and oth- 
er States, to effect such amendments in 
the Constitution of the United States, as 
may be necessary, in regard to foveign 
commerce. 

In addition to the foregoing resolutions, 
they are of opinion, that it is expedient to 
prefer to the coggress of the United States, 
a remonstrance, protesting against the sys- 
tem of measures, which is in force, and 
which seems to be contemplated in regard 
to foreign relatiens, and also that an ac- 
dress should be made by this Assembly to 
the good people of this State, in this un- 
precedented crisis of affairs—On this sub- 
ject the committee ask leave to make 4 
further report.

_ Signed by order of the Committee. 
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THIS Assembly have attended with 
anxious concern, to the several acts of 
Congress interdictiag foreign commerce, 
and more especially to an act, approved 
on the 9th day of January last, by the 
President of the United Statesy; under the 
title of * An act, to enforce and make 
more effectual an act laying an embargo 
on all ships and vess-ls in the ports and 
harbors of the United States.” 

After solemn deliberation and advise- 
ment thereon, the General Assembly are 
decided in the opinion, and do Resolve, 
that the acts aforesaid are a permanent 
system of measures, abandoning undenia- 
ble rights; interdicting the exercise of 
constitutional privileges. and unprecedent- 
ed in the annals of nations; and do con- 
tain provisions for exerctsing arbitrary 
powers, grievous to the good people of this 
State, dangerous to their comn on liber- 
ties, incompatible with the constitution of 
the United States, and encroaching upon 
the immunities of this state. 

Resolved, That to preserve the Union, 
and support the Constitution of the Um- 
ted States, it becomes the duty ofthe !.c- 
gislatures of the States, in such a crisis of 
affairs, vigilantly to watch over, and vige- 
rously to maintain, the powers not deley ' 
ted to the United States, but reserved ' 
the states respectively, or to the pcople ; 
and that a due regard to this duty, wil 
not permit this Assembly to assist, or col- 
cur in giving effect to the aforesaid uncon- 
stitutional acts. 

Resolved, That this Assen bly high!v 
approve of the conduct ef hts Excellency 
the Governor, in declining to destgiate 
persons to carry into effect, by the aid of 
military power, the act of the United Stutes, 
enforcing the Embargo, avd that hs let- 
ter, addressed to the Secretary for the de- 
partment of War, containing ts refusal to 
make such designation, be reconied in te 
public records of this State, as an example 
to persons, who may hold places of distin. 
guished trust, in this free and independent 
republic. 

Resolved, That the persons holding ex-

Further suppressed Documents. 


We hope a recent circumstance will pre- 
vent the venial Editors from declaring the 
fullowing Documents forgeries, until they 
hear from their pay-masters in Washing- 
ton. 

Introduction.—The right which every 
government possesses 10 keep secret its 
intercourse and negociations with foreign 
Hations, so long at least as they are still 
pending, has been most grossly abused by 
the present administration, 

Availing themselves of the privilege of 
secret debate, and of the right to impose 
injunctions of secrecy on the members of 
the two houses, they have published juss 
so much aid no more of the Correspond- 
ence of our yovernment with foreign pow- 
ers. as Would subserve their own views, as 
would tend to palliate the conduct of 
Fronce, and exasperate the People against 
Great- Britain. 

It will be perceived by the Documents 
which we are now about to publish, the 

authenticity of which may be relied on, and 
which we challenge Mr. Madison to disa- 
vow if he dare, that while the most impor- 
tant facts in the treatment of France to us, 
and the most interesting opinions of Gen- 
cral Armstrong, tending to shew the ne- 
cessity of war, or of spirited measures a- 
gainst that nation have been purposely 
kept back, letters from Mr. Pinkney, on 
the other hand, favorable to Great-Britain, 
and to her views and fcelings, have been 
equally suppressed. 

it will be seen, that as the government 
professed to take hostiJé ground egually a- 
‘gainst both, no honorable motives.of poli- 
cy or prudence, no rules of diplomatic 
delicacy required the suppression of these 
Jeticrs.

The first Document which we present 
to the public, is an extract of a letter from 
Mr. Armstrong tc Mr. Madison, dated 
Dee. 27, 1807, in which our Minister de- 
clares, that every manin lrance agrees, 
that the Decrees of the Emperor are im- 
politic ; but that no man had the hardi- 
hood to state this opinion to the Emperor. 
It results from this correspondence, that 
60 great are the apprehensions entertained 
of the violence of the temper of this tyrant, 
that we have no means of communicating 
to him the sense we have of his injustice. 
As his own ministers dare not express 
their own convictions, and as the rules of 
diplomatic forms forbid a direct applica- 
tion to him, we are obliged to submit to 
ali bis aprices, without the possibility of 
remedy. This may be an apology in the 
minds of the adamrers and advocates of 
this despot, but it proves our case to be 
hopeless. \ one 


Extract of a letter frum Mr. Armstrong to 
Mr. Madison. 


Paris, Dec. 27, 1807. 

“ I forwarded to Mr. M’Elhony a copy 
of a second and very extraordinary Decree, 
[Milan Decree of Dec. 17) of this govern- 
ment, with regard to neutral commerce, ‘ 
Whether it be meant to stimulate Great- 
Britain to the commission of new outrages, 
orto quicken us in repelling those she 
has already committed—the policy is e- 
quaily unwise, and so decidedly so, that I 
know not a man of consideration who ap- 
proves of it. It is however not less true, 
that it is as difficult to find ene who will

The second suppressed document is a 
part of the letter of Mr. Madison of the | 
ath of Feb. 1898,to Mr. Armsirong.— 
The letter was published as a perfect whole. 
No reference whatever was made to any 
suppressed extract, nor was it intimated 
that any part had been suppressed. 

The part now added originally followed 
the sentiment, expreased by Mr, Madison, 
that his Britannic majesty had declared, 
“that he would repeal or relinquish his 
orders fari fassu (wits equal pace) with 
his enemy, France.”—Mr. Madison in the 
sufifreseed extract, now first laid before 
the public, adds, that he presumes the 
British government did not contemplate 
the distinction between that part of the 
French decrees which operated on dand and 
that part which operated at sea. And the 
inference is, that Great Britain would not 
admit the absurd and disgraceful distinc- 
tion set up by eur government, that the 
French decrees so far as they affected our 
trade in their ports were lawful, but so far 
as they affected our trade on the ocean 
were unjust ; and Mr. Madison concludes 
with urging a modification only of theFrench 
decrees as far as respects the seizure in 
their forts, and urges it on the ground, not 
of our rights secured by treaty, but on the 
effect it would have on the odjects of France. 
That these objects, the destruction of Brit- 
ish commerce, would be as effectually pro- 
moted by annihilating our treaty and con- 
fining her seizures to her own ports and 
those of her dependencies as by captures 
on the ocean. The late report ofa relaxa- 
tion of the Milan decree seems to be found- 
ed on this treacherous concession of Mr. 
Madison, and probably was produced by 
the mean councils of our cabinet. 


Extract of a letter from Mr. Madison to Mr. 
Armstrong, February 8, 1808. 
(To follow the paragraph ending with the 
words * pari passu with his enemy.”} 

** Whether these intimations have any 
reference to the distinction between such 
parts of the French decree as operate mu- 
nicipally on shore, and such as operating 
oo the high seas, violate the rights of neu- 
trals, or to a distinction between the former 
restriction, and the Jate extension of the 
decree with respect to the United States, 
Mr.Erskine did not seem authorised to say. 
The probability is, chat neither of these 
Jisuactions entered into the views of the 
British Cabmet. But it is certainly nei- 
ther less the duty nor the true policy of 
the Emperor of the French, so to vary his 
decrees, as to make it consistent with the 
rights of neutrals and the freedom of the 
seas, and particularly with his positive stip- 
ulations with the United States. ‘Chis may 
be the more reasonably expected, as noth- 
ing can be more clear, as has been already 
observed, than the effect of the decree. as 
far ac it has been carried imto effect, would 
not be sensibly diminished by abolishing its 
operation beyond the limits of territorial 
sovereignty.” 

The next documents in order of time 
are the suppressed letters of Mr. Arm- 
strong to Mr. Madison of 22d Feb. 1808, 
and of the 9th of March of the same year. 

The first, which in the fure periods of 
our history would have roused our nation 
to a fame, contained facts and allegations 
of the most important tendency, and 
proots of a temper, to which no nation ev- 
er yet submitted before it was subdued ; 
we how give it to the public. 

It appears, that Bonaparte declared we 
should be either “* ALLIES OR ENEMIES”’ 
—that the amount of property sequester- 
ed was upwards of one hundrcd millions 
of franes, or seventeen millions of dollars, 
nearly three times as great as the whole 
amount of British captures during the 
whole of fifteen years war; that our am- 
bassador at Paris, who cannot be charged 
with too much spirit declared, that the ve- 
ry magnitude of these sums, rendered all 
hopes of redress abortive; and that he 
presumed as soon as we should know trom 


her ground, “ WE sHOULD IMMEDIATELY 
TAKE ouRS.” In other words, that we 
should resist with our whole energies 
such flagrant insults and violations of our 
rights. 

Yet this letter is sufifiressed ; and it pro- 
duced no sentiment of indignation in our 
submissive rulers. We did take our 
ground, but it wasthe ground of dase sud- 
mission—of further humiliation. 

The letter of the 9th, heretofore sub- 
joined, shews, that Bonaparte had stated, 
that he would medify his decrees, if we 
could point out a mode in which he coudd 
do it without departing from his system ; 
but Mr. Armstrong explicitly statcs, that 
he doubted the sincerity of this declaration. 
—In fact he made a proposal for modifi- 
cation to which no reply has ever been 
given. 


Extract ofa letter from Mr. Armstrong to 
Mr. Madison. 


February 22, 1808. 

‘Mr. Patterson offering so good a con- 
veyance that I cannot but employ it. Noth- 
ing has occurred here since the date of my 
public dispatches (the 17th) to give to 
our business an aspect more favorable 
than it then had ; but on the other band, 
I have come to the knowledge of two 
facts, which I think sufficiently shew the 
decided character of the Empero1’s pelicy 
with regard tous. These are first, that 
ina council of Administration held a few 
days past, when it was proposed to modi- 
fy the operatiun of the decrees of Nov. 
1806, and Dec. 1807, (though the propo- 
sition was supported by the whole weight 
of the council) he became highly indig- 
nant, apd declared that these decrees 
should suffer no change—and that the 
Americans should be compelied to take 
the positive character of esther Alice or 
Enemies: 2d, that on the 27th of January 
last, twelve days after Mr. Champayny's 








writich assurauces that these decrecs 


should work no change in the hrofterty se- 
questered until our dixcussions with England 
were brought to a close, and seven days be- 


fore he reported to me verbally these very 


assurances, the Emperor had by a sfecial 
decision confiscated two of our ships and 
their cargoes (the Julius Henry and Junt- 
ata) for want merely of a document mot re- 
quired by any law or usage of the commerce 
in which they had been engaged. This 
act was taken as I am informed on a gen- 
cral report of sequestered cases, amount- 
ing to one hundred and sixty, and which, 
at present prices, will yield upwards of 
one hundred millions of francs, a sum, 
whose magnitude alone renders Aofieless 
all attempts at saving it—Danes, Portu- 
guese, and Americans, will be the princt- 
pal sufferers. If I am right in supposing 
that the Emperor has definitively taken 
the ground, | cannot be wrong in con- 
cluding that you will immediately take 
yours,” 


Extract of a letter from Mr. Armstrong 
to Mr. Madison. —March 9, 1808. 

“ The conversation alluded to im the 
copy of the letter-——did not take place 
till the 8th inst. when the Emperor de- 
clared that if means could be found to 
make an exception of the Nov. Decree, 
that such exception should have his con- 
sent.” 


Lxtract from the same to the same. 
March 15, 1808. 

“ I stated in my last Ictter the substance 
of a declaration made by the Emperor, 
viz. that if means could be found to ex- 
cept American property from the opera- 
tion of the decree of Nov. 1806, without 
infringing the principles of the decrees, 
he would immediately make the excep- 
tion. No time was lost in communica- 
ting this declaration to me, and I was in- 
vited to point out the means it required, 
and assured that they should be immedi- 
ately submitted to his majesty. Little as 
I hked the proposition, and muchas JZ 
doubted the sincerity of the declaration out 
of which it grew, I could not refuse any 
agency of mine in rescuing so much of the 
American property sequestered in the 
ports of Franee, as should come within 
this new rule. I accordingly wrote (a 
copy of which is subjoined to this letter) 
pointing out in a few words the property. 
to which that rule would apply.— This 
note was put into the Emperor’s hand by 
the Prince of Benevento, who, though six 
days have now elapsed, has not yet receiv- 
ed an answer.”

Our oid ci-devant governor whose rev-

The speakers against the bill were, Messrs. 
Cady, Van Vechten, and J. K. Van Rensselaer. 
In favor of it, Messrs: German, Sanford, Skin- 

The bill was opposed, on the ground— 

First—that it was uncohstitutional—’ 

Second—that it was a'violation of te right of 
suffrage. 

On the ground of uneonstitutionality— __ 

It was contended, that the equalizaion and 
apportionment contemplated in this billwas not 
provided for in the original constitutim ; and 
that it was absolutely prohibited in theamend- 
ment. To prove these pusitions, the fdlowing 
articles were read :— 

The 12th article of the constitutionof this 
state, adopted in 1777, is in these words— 


“* That the election of senators shall be after 
this manner; that so much of this state as is 
now parcelled inte counties be divided inte four 
great districis; the Southern district to conpre- 
hend the city and county of New-York, Suffolk, 
Westchester, Kings, Queens and Richnond 
counties ; the Middle District to comprehend 
the counties of Dutchess, Ulster and Oringe ; 
the Western district the city arid county of Alba- 
ny, and Tryon county; and the Eastern dstrict 
the couuties of Charlotte, Cumberland, and 
Gloucester. That the senators shall be eleced by 
the freeholders of the said districts, qualited as 
aforesaid, .jn the proportions fellowing, tc wit . 
in the Scuthern District, nine, in the midde dis- 
trict, six; in the Western district, six ; and in 
the Eastern district, three. And be it erazined, 
Tha: a census shall be taken as soon as may be, 
after the expiration of seven years from the ter- 
mination of the present war, under the direction 
of the legislature: And if on such census & shall 
appear, that the number of senators is na just- 
ly proportionea to the several districts, that the 
legislacure adjust the proportion as near as may 
be, tothe number of freeholders qualified as a. 
foresaid, in each district; that when the whole 
number of electors wihin any of the said districts 
shall have encreased one twenty-fourth part of 
the whole namber of electors which by. the said 
census shall be found to be in (Wis state, an addi- 
tional senator shail be ehos n by the electors of 
such district. That a majority of the member 
of senators to be chosen as aforesaid, shall be 
necessary to constitute a senate, sufficient to pro- 
ceed upon business, and that the senate shall, in 
like manner, with the assembly, be the judges 
of itsown members. And db¢ it ordained, That 
it shall be iw the power of the future legislatures 
of this state, for the convenience and advantage 
of the good people thereof, to divide the same 
into such further and oi her counties and districts, 
as shall to then appear necessary.” 


The 4th article of amendments to the consti- 
tution of this state, adopted in 1801, is in these 


words— 

“ That fromthe first Monday in July next, 
and on the return of every Census thereafier, the 
numb r of the assembly shall be increased at the 
rate of two members for every vear, until the 
whole number shall amount to one hundred and 
fifty ; and that upon the return of every such census, 
the legislature sali apportion the senators and 
members of the assembly amongst the grear dis- 
tricts and counties of this state, as nearly as may 
be, according to the number of their respective 
electors ; Provided, That the legislarure shali not 
be prohibited by any thing herein contained, from 
allowing one member of assembly to each coun- 
ty heretofore erected within this state.” 


The bill contemplated two things—the equa/i- 
zation of the districts, and the apportionment of 
the representation. It was appareut that no such 
apportionment was authorized by the original | 
constitution—the only apportionment there con. 
terpplated,. was the addition of a senator in any 
district, whenever the number of electors should

whole number of glector, in the state, according 
to the census. Agd the ouly appertionment au- 
thorized by the amendment of the consutution, 
was to be wade, on the return of the census., As 
the census was returned previous to the last ses- 
sion of the legislature ; and as an apportionment 
was then made of the senators, it was con- 
tended that no new apporiionment could now 
be made—thar this could not be done every year 
—but only on the return of the census.—It was 
admitted, that the mere equalization of the dis- 
tricts might be constitu:ional, previded the equal- 
ization did not affect the rights of suffrage; bur 
it was evident that no such equalization was con- 
templated by the constitution, because the dis. 
tricts were more unequal at the adoption of the 
constitution, than they were at this time—the 
Southern distric: having nine, the Middle district 
six, the Western district six, and the Eas‘ern 
district, only three senators. Atany rate, if it 
was proper to equalize at any time, it could only 


be done when the apportionment was mare, on 


the return of the census, and not having been done 
on the return of the lagt census, it muyt now be 
deterred until the next. 

On the ground that the bitl was a vivfation of the 
right of suffrage— 

It was contended, that according to the true 
spirit and letter of the constitution, every elector 
is entitled to a participation in the choice of his 
representatives. That this bill, contrary to thar 
principle, and in violation of the great right of 
free election, provided for the transfer of sena- 
tors out of the district where they were chosen, 
into another, the electors of which had no share 
in their eleccion—for giving the people of the 
eastern district, for instance, by assignment, 
three senators, who had been chosen by the wes- 
tern district. It was stated, that the eastern dis- 
trict chose but one senator last year, and by this 
bill, it was to choose but one this year—that the 
western district chose five last year, and, with a 
reduced territory, according to this bill, was vo 
choose three this year—and what the easrern dis- 
trict was deprived of in clection, was to be made 
up by assignment—an assignment, too, of char- 
acters who would not have been elected by the 
people of the eastern district. In this way, the 
people of the eastern district were not only de- 
prived of the right of choosing theit own sena- 
tors, but they might be deprived of the opportu. 
nity of having a legitimate representative in the 
council of appointment ; as it would readily be 
perceived, that an assigned senator would be as 
likely to be taken from the eastern district for a 
member of the council, as one chosen in that dis. 
trict. 

In answer to these objections, the advocates of 
the bill contended for its constitutionality, on the 
ground that the legislature had apportioned and 
equalized before—that this had not always been 
done at the return of the cen us, but at other 
times—that it had been a common practice, and 
if proper before, was proper now.—It was ad- 
mitted, however, that the equalization ought to 
have taken place last year—but as it was not 
done then, it was no reason that it should not be 
done now—that tho’ the conazitution said, an ap- 
portionment should be made at the yerurn of the 
census, it did not say, that other apportionments 
should not be made at other times. It wasalso 
contended, that there was no censtituiional rule 
as to the equalization. It depended on preceden: 
for support. It had been considered by the le- 
gislature as a matter of necessity. As to the 
right of suffrage, it was contended, that this was 
not violated, because a due proportion of electors 
were transferred with the senators, from ene 
district to another. 

The opponents of the bill did not se much ob- 
ject to a mere equalization, as to a new appo: tivn- 
ment. The constitution directed the appor- 
tionment to be made immediately after the cen- 
sus—it was made last year—and this attempt to 
make it again was oppesed to the spirit and let- 
ter of the constitution. They were averse to these 
artful expedients to evade and set at naught the 
prohibitions of the constitution.—They hoped 
gentlemen would not, from any motive whatev- 
er, overleap the boundaries of the constirution— 
invade the rights of suffrage—and violate the 
rights of the people. They contended that pre- 
cedents ought never to be binding, when opposed 
to the constitution—that cavilling on words-was 
improper—and that the construction which was 
most agreeable to the rights of the people, ‘was 
the most safe and expedient, 

The advocates of the bill, exposed and driven 
from the ground, pretended that ihe bill was 
not intended to apportion, but merely to equal- 
ize. Buteven this poor subterfuge was denied 
them, by offering to the consideration tee 
bill itse/f, the title of which was“ An act, to 
equalize the four great Distric's of this state, and 
apporuon the representation in Senate agreeable 
to the constitution,” and the second and third 
sections of which are, ae near as Circumstances 
will admit, in the very words of the first ecction 


of the bill of last year, for apportioning the repre- 
sentation im the senate.

Assassination,— We have never, with n 
the lunits of our recollection. had the ai 
pleasant task of recording « deed of more 
exquisite horror and sanguine temerity 
than one perpetrated at Kaskaskia, ludia- 
wa Territory, on the evening of Wednes- 
day, the 7th instaut 

Mr. Rice Jones, member of the House 
of Representatives, from the county of 
Randolph, a young gendieman of ‘amiable 
manners and exalted character, whose e- 
qual in literary knowled se anc acquired 
talents, Indians never had, and perhaps 
will not soon again be able to boast, was 
deliberately murdered in the street by a 
Doctor James Dunlap, of Kaskaskia, hiti- 
erto considered a gentleman, and eminent 
as a skillul physician. 

The particulars of this detestable act 
we have cojiected from a letter politely 
handed to us by a gentieman of this place 
from Mr. William Shannon, a respecta- 
ble merchant of St. Genevieve, dated ut 
Kaskaskia two evenings subsequent to 
thaton which the murder was committed ; 
but the causes which led to it we have on-

Morrison, Esq who asked him “ what was 
the matter?” Jones answered * Dunlap 

Mr, M. then asked 

“ for what;” and was answered “] do not 

know ;” at the close of the answer he ©x- 

pired, having lived about ten minutes afi. r 

receiving the ball, and spoke sensibly ty 

the last moment. The ball penetrare! 

his chest just ubove the heart, and ruaning 

downwards came out about the ceatre of 
the back bone.
